Mr. Hinton, who retires to spend 
his declining years free from cares 
of the business world, began his ca- 
reer a poor boy, and by steady appli- 
cation amassed a fortune. He is the 
>on of the late Richard E. and Eliza- 
<>eth Hinton, his father being a hatter 
uy trade, and was engaged in this en- 
terprise in Paris. At the age of six- 
teen years Mr. Hinton entered as an 
lpprentiee cabinet maker under Mr. 
Oeorge W. Davis, serving four years, 
and remained with Mr. Davis two 
years, when he engaged in business 
for himself, opening an establishment 
in 1860, which he has conducted with 
marked success for more than half a 
century, and which takes its place 
among the leading furniture and un- 
dertaking establishments of the State. 

Beginning on a small scale and 
w ith his close attention to business 
lie soon assumed a prominent place 
among the mercantile interests of the 
city. During his many years of unin- 
terrupted business activity, he never 
met with any erabarrassmeut in a fi- 
nancial way,and survived the stormy 
i>eriod during the war of the rebellion 
uhen so many, citizens suffered the 
ravages of war and had all of their 
arthly possessions taken awy.

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WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb. 2. — A 
serious disease to tobacco plants, 
which often greatly 1 damage the 
crop has been carefully studied by 
scientists of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. The Department has just 
issued an extensive report describing 
the nature and sympoms of the dis- 
ease and such methods of control as 
have been found effective. Careful 
experiment has shown that certain 
insects spread this disease, and in 
greenhouses, plants screened with 
fine cloth and fumigated with a nico- 
tin pepper were kept free from it In 
the field, the only method of control 
at present available seems to be the 
prompt removal of all plants infected 
with the disease. 

Laborers in the operation of worm- 
ing, and suckering and topping the 
tobacco plants may readily communi- 
cate infection from diseased to 
healthy plants, for if healthy plants 
are brought in contact with the sap 
of diseased plants the malady is apt 
to develop. This is in addition to the 
spread of the disease by insects, and 
as the infection is so readily carried 
it is obvious that afilcted plants are 
always infection centers so long as 
they remain in the field. 

The methods of fumigation tried in 
the greenhouse experiments proved so 
successful that the question of their 
application to the seed-bed is now un- 
der consideration by the Deoartment. 
The keeping of the "mosaic" infec- 
tion from the seed-bed seems a most 
important means of controlling its 
introduction and spread in the field. 
In so far as outbreaks of the disease 1 
may occur directly in the field the ! 
matter of successful control probably | 
will be found to be exceedingly dif- 
ficult. This is a mailer still being in- 
vestigated by the Department's sci- 
entists. 

The development of the mosaic dis- 
ease, commonly spoken of as "Cali- 
co." in tobacco plants produces very 
noticeable change in their appear- 
ance. The blossoms of the plant are 
often distorted; the leaves may be 
dwarfed, distorted and blistered and 
are always more or less mottled; 
frequently the entire plant is dwarf- 
ed. In very young plants at the two- 
leaved or three-leaved stage, and in 
much larger plants, in the rosette 
stage, the first vistble symptom of 
the disease usually appears s slight 
downward curling and distortion of 
the smallest, innermost leaves. 

The disease is known' locally in 
many sections by different names. In 
the tobacco sections of Kentucky and 
Tennessee "Walloon-- is often used, 
i The disease has also been termed j 
| "chlorosis," "mottled-top," 
! etc.

of England After Trying 
Experience. 

London.— More than 30 children, 
whose ages ranged from five to ten 
years, were trapped by the tide while 
playing on some rocks at New Brigh- 
ton and narrowly escaped drowning. 
They were rescued with considerable 
difficulty by men who were at one 
time up to their shoulders ia water. 

The children were members of a 
party of little slum dwellers from 
Liverpool who were enjoying a day at 
the seaside. 

They were playing in the vicinity of 
the Perch • Rock Battery and/ failed 
to notice the Incoming tide. They 
were quickly surrounded by the sea, 
and their position was one of peril. 
Some of them succeeded in reaching 
the shore without assistance, but the 
majority were panic-stricken, and 
their screams attracted a large crowd 
of people. 

Four shore horsemen and W. H. S. 
Oulton, revising barrister for Liver- 
pool, went pluckily to the rescue and 
brought the children to the shore In 
pairs. 

Their work was rendered exception- 
ally difficult in consequence of the 
treacherous nature of the rocks, which 
were covered with slippery moss. Sev- 
eral times they slipped and grazed 
their legs, but tho children escaped 
injury. 

' One of the rescuers missed his foot- 
ing and fell into a deep hole, but was 
pulled out by another man. 

The work of the rescue lasted half 
an hour, and by the time the last of 
the children was brought ashore the 
water was up to the shoulders of the 
men and a foot or two above the 
rocks. 

Mr. Ouiton, who rescued 15 chil- 
dren, stated in an interview that great 
difficulty was experienced, and the 
children repeatedly shouted, "Shall we 
be saved?" 

"1 fell several times," he added, 
"but saved the chlldreD I was car- 
rying from injury." 

One of the horsemen, George Clarke, 
who brought 12 children ashore, said 
he never thought it possible that all 
could be rescued before the 
washed them off the rocks.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Jan. 31.— 
Government monopolization of tele- 
graph, telephone and wireless commu- 
nication "and such other means for 
the transmission of intelligence as 
may hereafter develop," is recom- 
mended in a report submitted to the 
Senate by Postmaster General Burle- 
son. 

Immediate Government ownership 
of telephone lines is recommeded 
with a system of license for the other 
agencies of communication, establish- 
: ing a Government monopoly even 
I where there is no actual ownership. 

The report is that made to the 
Postmaster General by a special com- 
mittee appointed by him and was 
transmitted to the Senate in response 
to a resolution asking that he make 
an investigation of che subject as an , 
extension of the postal service. 

The report points out that the 
founders of the nation were alive to 
the importance of keeping under the 
Government control all means of com- 
munication and provided in the con- 
stitution that Congress shall have 
power to establish postoffices and 
post roads. 

It was clearly the intention, the re- 
port adds, that the Government 
shoud control every means of trans- 
mitting intelligence. The postal ser- 
vice has already adopted practically 
every means of transmission except 
electricity and yet the United States 
alone, of all nation*, the committee 
poins out, has left to private enter- 
points out, has left to private enter- 
telephone and telegraph facilities. 

"These facilities are now for the 
classes," the report comments, "un- 
der Government ownership they will 
be for the masses." 

Government ownership of the tele- 
phone , rather than the telegraph 
lines, is recommended for the reason 
that telegraph service can be more 
readily superimposed on telethon" 
lines than telephone service on tele 
praph lines. It is pointed out also 
j that because of the great cost in- 
volved, it would be unwise from a 
commercial point of view for the 
Government to acquire by purchase 
the telegraph lines. 

The telegraph business is on the 
wane as compared to the telephone 
business, the report says, and in the 
decade of 1900 to 1910, while the 
population of the country increased 
about 18 per cent, the average dailv 
telephone connections increased 287 
per cent, and the number of telegraph 
messages only about 18 per cent. 

The telegraph companies, the com- 
mittee says, have already lost most 
of their short distance business owing 
to the development of the toll tele- 
phone service and will orobably lose 
much of the long distance business 
when the toll rates become adjusted 
on a cost basis. 

Another objection to acquiring the 
telegraph lines is that even the du- 
plicate plans of rival comnanies 
would be inadequate because the lines 
have been extended only to profitable 
territory. 

Thf* cost of acquiring the telegraoh 
facilities is estimate at $225,000,000 
« as against $200,000,000 for the long 
g distance and telephone lines. As there 
et are some 3,000 proprietors of tele- 
J phone lines, payments would extend 
A over a period that would allow ample 
£ time to market bonds, the report 
adds.

Railroad accidents in Kentucky 
luring the year 1913, matters of rail- 
ay legislation and other facts of in- 
terest are set forth in the annual re- 
port of the Kentucky Railroad Com- 
mission. Distribution of this volume 
vas begun Thursday. 

The book details present activities 
to increase the powers of the commis- 
sion, reproduces in full the United 
States Supreme Court's ruling sus- 
taining the rate making power of the 
Kentucky commission for cause and 
also the address of Laurence B. Finn, 
- hairman of the couimission, before 
; he National Association of Railway 
ommissioner8 on the subject of 
Shall Congress Extend the Power 
and Authority of the Federal Govern- 
ment Relative to the Regulation of In- 
rastate Rates?" 
; One hundred and ninety-seven per- 
sons were killed and 1,173 employes 
were injured in railroad accidents in 
Kentucky from January 1 to Decem- 
ber 1, 1913, the report states. Of this 
number 125 persons classed as tress- 
passers were killed by steam roads 
and three by interurban lines; four 
passengers on steam roads met death 
although none were killed on the in- 
terurbans; eight persons were killed 
at railroad crossings and one met 
death at highway crossings. In addi 
tion to the 1,173 employes of , the 
i roads injured fifty-six were killed dur 
• ing the eleven months. Details of all 
: fatal accidents contained in the re- 
ports of superintendents are given. 

These figures by comparison with 
! those of 1912 show decrease in num- 
i ber of accidents and fatalities during 
i the last year. The figures for 1912 
wi re as follows: Employes killed, 66; 
J employes injured, 1,362; passengers 
killed, 6 ; persons killed at crossings, 
1 22; trespassers kitted, 135. This in- 
j dicates a total of 229 fatalities. 

Taxable tangible property of rail- 
roads, operating over 3,973 miles in 
the State, is listed at $70,241,609. 
This amount, it is stated, is an in- 
crease of $2,100,126 over the assess- 
ment of 1912. 



Jail cells for "malefactors of great 
wealth," and disintegration of mam- 
moth monopolies by defining exactly 
what big business may and may not 
do, were amendments urged to the 
anti-trust law before the National 
House Judiciary Committee by mem- 
bers of the House. 

Representative Henry, of Texas, 
Chairman of the powerful rates com- 
mittee, instigator of the "money 
♦rust" investigation ; Representative 
Stanley, of Kentucky, Chairman of 
♦he Stanley steel investigating com- 
mittee, and Representative Lenroot, 
of Wisconsin, author of anti-trust 
measures, were called before the com- 
mittee when hearings were rescuraed 
en the Administration bill. 

Henry asked that labor and farm- 
ers' organisations be exempted from 
♦he Sherman law. 

The House interstate commerce 
committee heard Corporation Com- 
missioner Davis on the bill to estrv 
lish an interstate trade commission.
